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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 31 , 37 and 51 are not clear and the 35 
U.S.C 112, second paragraph rejection Is maintianed. Applicant argued that the claims should be read in light of the specification. 
However, examiner assert that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Examiner notes that in line 12 of claim 31, 
"said payee's utility account" and "said payer's utility account" are separate accounts (two accounts), while line 13 simply refers to "said 
utility account" (single account). It is not clear which of the individual accounts (payee or payer) that this refers to. 
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
